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Part  1414 — Poultry 

TURKEYS 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  turkeys 
and  processed  turkeys  for  defense,  for 
private  account,  and  for  export;  and  the 
following  order  is  deemed  necessary  and 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1414.5  Restrictions  with  respect  to 
turkeys  and  processed  turkeys — (a)  Defi- 
nitions. (1)  "Person"  means  any  indi- 
vidual, partnership,  association,  business 
trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(3)  "Order  Administrator"  means  the 
person  designated  by  the  Director  to 
serve  as  Order  Administrator  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(4)  "Deputy  Order  Administrator" 
means  the  person  designated  by  the  Di- 
rector to  serve  as  Deputy  Order  Admin- 
istrator pursuant  to  the  provisions  here- 
of. 

(5)  "Turkey  area"  means  each  of  the 
following  States:  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illi- 
nois, North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Ne- 
braska, Kansas,  Missouri,  Oklahoma, 
Texas,  California,  Oregon,  Washington, 
Colorado,  Utah,  Wisconsin,  Idaho,  Wyo- 
ming, Nevada,  Arizona,  New  Mexico, 
Montana,  Arkansas,  and  Delaware;  and, 
also,  each  of  the  following  specified 
groups  of  counties  in  a  State  shall  con- 
stitute a  "turkey  area";  Rockingham, 
Shenandoah,  Augusta,  Northampton,  and 
Accomac  Counties  in  Virginia;  Hardy, 
Pendleton,  and  Grant  Counties  in  West 
Virginia;  and  Cecil,  Kent,  Queen  Anne, 
Caroline,  Dorchester,  Wicomico,  Talbot, 
Worcester,  and  Somerset  Counties  in 
Maryland. 

(6)  "Turkeys"  means  live  turkeys 
grown  or  located  in  a  turkey  area. 

(7)  "Processed  turkeys"  means  one  or 
more  turkeys  killed,  bled,  and  plucked; 
and  such  term  "processed  turkeys"  also 
includes  turkeys  w'  ch  have  been  killed, 
dressed,  quartered  or  otherwise  cut  up, 
or  frozen. 

(8)  "Process"  m^ans  to  kill,  bleed, 
pluck,  dress,  quarter,  or  otherwise  cut 
up,  or  freeze  turkeys,  or  any  combination 
of  such  processes. 

(9)  "Cold  storage"  means  space 
equipped  to  be  artificially  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  10°  F.  or  below,  and  in 
which  food  commodities  are  customarily 
stored  (but  not  operated  as  a  part  of  an 
established  retail  food  business,  hotel,  or 
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other  establishment  where  persons  are 
housed  or  fed,  and  not  including  a  re- 
frigerator storage  compartment,  usually 
called  a  locker,  having  a  capacity  of  not 
more  than  15  cubic  feet). 

(10)  "Authorized  processor"  means  a 
person  in  a  turkey  area  who  holds  a  let- 
ter of  authority  issued  to  him  by  the 
Deputy  Order  Administrator  to  process 
turkeys  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof. 

(11)  "Wolesale  receiver"  means  a  per- 
son who  accepts  delivery  of  processed 
turkeys  from  one  or  more  authorized 
processors  for  the  account  of  said  proc- 
essors, or  who  purchases  processed  tur- 
keys from  one  or  more  authorized  proc- 
essors. 

(12)  "Turkey  buyer"  means  a  person 
who  purchases  turkeys  for  delivery  to  one 
or  more  authorized  processors. 

(13)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
(i)  the  Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States  (excluding  for  the  purpose  of  this 
order,  United  States  Army  Post  Ex- 
changes, Sales  Commissaries,  United 
States  Navy  Ships'  Service  Departments, 
and  United  States  Marine  Corps  Post 
Exchanges) ;  (ii)  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration (including,  but  not  being  re- 
stricted to,  any  corporate  agency  there- 
of) ;  (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Administra- 
tion; (iv)  the  Veterans'  Administration; 
and  (v)  any  other  instrumentalities  or 
agency  designated  by  the  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator. The  term  "governmental 
agency"  also  includes  any  person  who, 
pursuant  to  a  war  food  order,  is  entitled 
to  purchase  turkeys  or  processed  turkeys 
subject  to  this  order. 

(14)  "Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  the  Coast  Guard  of 
the  United  States. 

(15)  "Designated  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center"  means: 

(i)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Iowa, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  or  Ne- 
braska, the  Officer  in  Charge,  Field  Head- 
quarters, Perishable  Branch,  Subsistence 
Division,  Office  of  the  Quartermas- 
ter General,  Attention:  Poultry  Section, 
222  West  Adams  Street,  Chicago  6,  Illi- 
nois. 

(ii)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Kansas,  the  Officer  in  Charge,  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center,  Attention: 
Poultry  Section,  Kansas  City  Food  Ter- 
minal Building,  Kansas  City  15,  Kansas. 

(iii)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Missouri  and  Arkansas,  the  Officer  in 
Charge,  Quartermaster  Market  Center, 
Attention:  Poultry  Section,  707  Market 
Street,  St.  Louis  1,  Missouri. 
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(iv)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Oklahoma,  the  Officer  in  Charge, 
Quartermaster  Market  Center,  Atten- 
tion: Poultry  Section,  407  Savings  Build- 
ing, Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma. 

(v)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Texas,  either  the  Officer  in  Charge, 
Quartermaster  Market  Center,  Atten- 
tion: Poultry  Section,  Produce  Terminal 
Building,  1201  Jones  Street,  Fort  Worth 
2,  Texas,  or  the  Officer  in  Charge,  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center,  Attention:

(vi)  With  respect  to  turkeys  processed 
in  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  the  Officer  in 
Charge,  Quartermaster  Market  Center, 
Attention:  Poultry  Section,  334  Central 
Wholesale  Terminal  Building,  Phoenix, 
Arizona. 

(vii)  With  respect  to  turkeys  proc- 
essed in  Utah,  Idaho,  Montana,  and 
Nevada,  the  Officer  in  Charge,  Quarter- 
master Market  Center,  Attention:  Poul- 
try Section,  Produce  Exchange  Building, 
426  S.  W.  Temple,  Salt  Lake  City  1,  Utah. 

(viii)  With  respect  to  turkeys  proc- 
essed in  Washington  and  Oregon,  the 
03icer  in  Charge,  Quartermaster  Market 
Center,  Attention:  Poultry  Section,  228 
National  Building,  1008  Western  Avenue, 
Seattle  4,  Washington.

(16)  "Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch  Field 
Representative"  means  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  appropriate  Dairy  and 
Poultry  Branch  field  office  as  follows  foj 
the  States  of  California,  Washington, 
Oregon,  Nevada,  Arizona,  Wyoming, 
Utah,  Idaho,  Montana:

(b)  Authorization  of  processors.  Any 
person  who  desires  to  process  turkeys  in 
a  turkey  area  and  to  serve  as  an  au- 
thorized processor  may  file  with  the  Dep- 
uty Order  Administrator,  2114  Mailers 
Building,  5  South  Wabash  Avenue,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois,  an  application  by  letter  or 
by  telegram  followed  by  letter  of  confir- 
mation. The  application  submitted  to 
the  Deputy  Order  Administrator  shall 
contain  (1)  a  statement  with  respect  to 
the  location  of  each  plant  in  a  turkey 
area  or  areas  where  he  is  to  process  tur- 
keys pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof, 
and  (2)  a  representation  that  100  per- 
cent of  the  processed  turkeys  will  be  han- 
dled only  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  order.  Thereupon,  the  Dep- : 
uty  Order  Administrator  shall  consider 
such  application  and  may  issue  a  letter 
of  authorization  to  process  turkeys  if  he 
determines  that  such  authorization  is  ap- 
propriate to  effectuate  the  provisions 
hereof.  If  the  Deputy  Order  Adminis- 
trator declines  to  approve  the  applica- 
tion, the  application  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Director.  The  Director  may  issue 
a  letter  of  authorization  to  the  appli- 
cant if  he  determines  that  the  issuance 
of  such  authorization  is  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense.  No  per- 
son shall  serve  as,  or  represent  himself 


to  be,  an  authorized  processor  unless  he 
has  received  from  the  Deputy  Order  Ad- 
ministrator or  the  Director  a  letter  of 
authorization,  as  aforesaid;  and  an  au- 
thorized processor  shall  not  process  tur- 
keys except  in  the  turkey  area  or  areas 
specified  in  the  letter  of  authorization 
issued  by  the  Deputy  Order  Administra- 
tor or  the  Director. 

(c)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  (i) 
sell,  contract  to  sell,  give,  or  deliver  tur- 
keys or  processed  turkeys  or  (ii)  pur- 
chase, contract  to  purchase,  receive,  or 
accept  delivery  of  turkeys  or  processed 
turkeys. 

(2)  No  person,  other  than  an  author- 
ized processor,  shall  process  turkeys 
within  a  turkey  area  or  areas. 

(3)  No  person  shall  ship  turkeys 
grown  or  located  in  a  turkey  area  to  any 
point  outside  of  such  area,  except  to  an 
authorized  processor  in  an  adjoining 
turkey  area;  and  no  person  shall  accept 
delivery  of  turkeys  grown  or  located  in 
a  turkey  area  different  from  the  one  in 
which  such  delivery  of  turkeys  is  effec- 
tuated, except  an  authorized  processor 
may  accept  delivery  of.  turkeys  grown  or 
located  in  a  turkey  area  adjoining  the 
turkey  area  in  which  the  delivery  of  such 
turkeys  is  effectuated. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
(c)  (1)  and  (c)  (3)  hereof,  turkeys  may 
be  sold  and  delivered  to,  and  purchased 
and  delivery  accepted  by,  a  turkey  buyer 
or  an  authorized  processor.  A  turkey 
buyer  may  purchase  and  accept  delivery 
of  turkeys  only  in  the  event  such  turkeys 
are  to  be  resold  and  delivered  by  him  to 
an  authorized  processor. 

(5)  Each  authorized  processor  shall 
set  aside  and  thereafter  hold  100  percent 
of  the  turkeys  processed  by  him.  The 
processed  turkeys  set  aside  or  required 
to  be  set  aside  by  an  authorized  processor 
may  be  sold  or  delivered  by  the  author- 
ized processor  only  to  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center,  to  a 
wholesale  receiver,  or  such  may  be  de- 
livered to  a  cold  storage  warehouse. 
Each  authorized  processor  who  sells  or 
delivers  processed  turkeys  to  a  wholesale 
receiver,  or  who  delivers  processed  tur- 
keys to  a  cold  storage  warehouse,  shall 
deliver,  with  each  such  shipment  or  de- 
livery of  processed  turkeys,  a  certificate 
in  duplicate,  signed  by  him,  in  substan- 
tially the  following  language  (with  the 
appropriate  information  inserted  in  the 
blank  spaces) : 

This  is  to  certify  that  pounds  of 

processed  turkeys  hereby  delivered  are  proc- 
essed turkeys  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  War  Food  Order  No.  106,  issued 
by  the  War  Food  Administrator  on  July  11. 
1944,  and  you  are  required,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  said  order,  to  set  aside  and  hold 
said  processed  turkeys  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  said  order. 


(Signature  of  authorized  processor) 
This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  above 
indicated  quantity  of  processed  turkeys  set 
aside  pursuant  to  War  Food  Order  No.  106. 


(Signature  of  wholesale  receiver  or  cold 
storage  owner  or  operator) 

The  aforesaid  certificate  shall  be 
signed  in  duplicate  by  the  person  who 
accepts  delivery,  as  aforesaid,  of  the 


processed  turkeys,  and  such  person  shall  J 
return  the  original  to  the  authorized  1 
processor,  and  shall  retain  the  copy  for  ,j 
two  years  after  the  date  of  receipt  1 
thereof. 

(6)  No  person  owning  processed  tur-  I- 
keys  set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside  J 
hereunder  shall  use  such  processed  tur-  I 
keys,  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  or  per-  |: 
mit  the  use  of  such  processed  turkeys  by  I 
another. 

(7)  Each  wholesale  receiver  who  pur-  I 
chases  or  accepts  delivery  of  processed  1 
turkeys  shall  set  aside  and  hold  such  j 
processed  turkeys  until  such  processed  I 
turkeys  are  (i>  purchased  or  rejected  by  1 
the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  I 
Center,  (ii)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  1 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  for  sale  I 
to  another  governmental  agency,  or  (iii) 
released  by  the  Director. 

(8)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
(c)   (1),  (c)   (5)  and  (c)   (6)  hereof, 
processed  turkeys  set  aside  or  required  *j 
to  be  set  aside  hereunder  may  be  sold, 
delivered,  used,  or  removed  from  storage,  t 
subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  (c)  (9) 
hereof,  if  such  processed  turkeys  are  j| 
offered,  in  writing,  for  sale  to  the  TJ.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center  and 
rejected  by  said  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center. 

(9)  The  owner  or  operator  of  cold 
storage,  wherein  processed  turkeys  are  ! 
set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside,  may 
permit  the  removal  of  processed  turkeys, 
set  aside  or  required  to  be  set  aside  here- 
under, from  cold  storage,  owned  or  oper- 
ated by  him,  only  if  he  obtains  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  owner  of  such  processed 
turkeys  stating  that  <i>  the  processed 
turkeys  have  been  purchased  or  rejected 
by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center,  <ii>  such  processed  turkeys  have 
been  sold  to  a  governmental  agency  pur- 
suant to  (7)  (ii)  hereof,  or  (iii)  the  proc- 
essed turkeys  have  been  released  by  the 
Director.  The  owner  or  operator  of  such 
cold  storage  shall,  upon  the  Director's 
request,  transmit  any  or  all  certificates, 
submitted  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Director. 
All  statements  contained  in  or  accom- 
panying any  such  certificate  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  representations  to  an 
agency  of  the  United  States.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  rely  upon  any  such 
certificate  if  he  knows  or  has  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  it  contains  one  or  more 
false  statements. 

(10)  Each  owner  or  operator  of  cold 
storage  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter or  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary  Corps, 
make  all  processed  turkeys,  set  aside 
or  required  to  be  set  aside  hereunder,  in 
such  cold  storage,  available  for  inspec- 
tion by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Market  Center  or  the  U.  S.  Army  Veter- 
inary Corps. 

(d)  Releases.  (1)  If  an  owner  has 
less  than  25  turkeys  and  there  is  no  au- 
thorized processor  situated  within  100 
miles  of  the  farm  where  the  turkeys  are 
located,  and  such  owner  makes  written 
application  to  the  Dairy  and  Poultry 
Field  Representative,  Office  of  Distribu- 
tion, War  Food  Administration,  for  the 
release  of  the  turkeys,  said  Dairy  and 
Poultry  Branch  Field  Representative 
may  release  the  turkeys  for  local  con- 
sumption.  If,   however,   the  released 
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turkeys  are  purchased  by  a  turkey  buyef 
or  an  authorized  processor,  such  turkeys 
shall  again  become  subject  to  the  restric- 
tions of  this  order. 

(2)  The  Director  may,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  hereof,  release  any 
turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  from  the 
restrictions  hereof  if  the  Director  deter- 
mines that  such  release  is  necessary  or 
appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and 
to  promote  the  national  defense. 

(e)  Exemption.  The  provisions  of  this 
order  shall  not  apply  to  turkeys  used  for 
home  consumption  by  the  owner  of  the 
turkeys. 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Each 
authorized  processor  shall  notify  the 
designated  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Market  Center  for  the  State  where  said 
authorized  processor  has  processed  tur- 
keys, at  least  72  hours  prior  to  the  time 
when  such  processed  turkeys  will  be 
available  for  inspection,  that  the  proc- 
essed turkeys  will  be  available  for  inspec- 
tion at  the  authorized  processor's  plant, 
the  cold  storage  warehouse,  or  the  whole- 
sale receiver's  warehouse.  The  notifica- 
tion shall  state  where  the  processed  tur- 
keys will  be  available  for  inspection, 
when  shipment  is  to  be  made  to  the  cold 
storage  warehouse  or  wholesale  receiver, 
and  to  whom  payment  is  to  be  made  if 
the  processed  turkeys  are  sold  to  the 
U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Cen- 
ter. 

(2)  Each  wholesale  receiver  who  re- 
ceives processed  turkeys  shall,  upon  re- 
ceipt of  such  processed  turkeys,  notify 
the  Officer  in  Charge,  Field  Headquar- 
ters, Perishable  Section,  Subsistence 
Branch,  Office  of  the  Quartermaster 
General,  Attention:  Poultry  Section,  222 
West  Adams  Street,  Chicago  6,  Illinois. 
The  aforesaid  notice  may,  however,  in 
lieu  of  the  foregoing,  be  sent  to  the  des- 
ignated U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Mar- 
ket Center  for  the  State  in  which  the 
processed  turkeys  are  located.  Each 
wholesale  receiver  who  receives  proc- 
essed turkeys  shall,  at  least  72  hours 
prior  to  the  time  when  such  processed 
turkeys  will  be  available  for  inspection, 
give  notice,  as  aforesaid,  with  respect  to 
the  arrival  of  such  processed  turkeys 
and  when  such  turkeys  will  be  available 
for  inspection  at  the  address  stated  in 
said  notice. 


(3)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  information  from,  and  re- 
quire such  reports  and  records  by,  any 
person  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  to 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(4)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  des- 
ignate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  turkeys  and  proc- 
essed turkeys. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled. to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  of  any  per- 
son, and  to  make  such  investigations,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the 
Director's  discretion,  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  administration  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  order. 

(h)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  here- 
after entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued 
or  payments  made  thereunder. 

Ci)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator,  War  Pood  Order  No.  106, 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Dis- 
tribution, War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.  Petition  for  such 
relief  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  Order  Admin- 
istrator may  take  any  action  with  refer- 
ence to  such  petition  which  is  consistent 
with  the  authority  delegated  to  him  by 
the  Director.  If  the  petitioner  is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Order  Administrator  on  the  petition,  he 
shall  obtain,  by  requesting  the  Order 
Administrator  therefor,  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may,  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  ac- 
tion shall  be  final.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  (i)  shall  not  be  construed 
to  deprive  trie  Director  of  authority  to 
consider  originally  any  petition  for  re- 


lief from  hardship  submitted  in  accord- 
ance herewith.  The  Director  may  con  - 
sider' any  such  petition  and  take  such 
action  with  reference  thereto  that  he 
deems  appropriate,  and  such  action  shall 
be  final. 

(j)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  turkeys  or 
processed  turkeys.  In  addition,  any  per- 
son who  wilfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  ?nd  may 
be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all  ap- 
plicable laws.  Further,  civil  action  may 
be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or 
duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  viola- 
tion of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(k)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order;  and  one  such 
employee  shall  be  designated  by  the  Di- 
rector to  serve  as  Order  Administrator.

WFA  Announces  Turkey  Set-Aside 
Order 

Our  American  armed  forces  stationed 
overseas  and  in  this  country  will  have 
their  turkey  dinner  on  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  Day  this  year. 
Holiday  turkey — a  tradition  in  the 
armed  forces  as  well  as  for  the  rest  of 
the  Nation — will  be  obtained  this  year 
under  a  set-aside  order  announced  to- 
day by  the  War  Food  Administration  to 
become  effective  July  17,  1944. 

While  the  actual  quantity  required  for 
holiday  dinners  for  all  of  the  armed 
forces  may  not  be  disclosed,  it  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  8  million  pounds  of  hen  tur- 


keys obtained  under  WFO  97,  recently 
terminated,  and  is  likely  to  exceed  the 
35  million  pounds  obtained  under  a  WFA 
embargo  order  last  year. 

The  new  set-aside  order  WFO  No.  106 
will  be  operated  in  24  designated  States 
and  in  5  Virginia,  3  West  Virginia,  and 
9  Maryland  counties,  representing  the 
Nation's  major  turkey  producing  areas. 
Operating  similarly  to  the  program  in 
effect  last  year,  it  requires  the  set-aside 
of  100  percent  of  the  turkeys  produced 
and  marketed  in  these  areas,  until  the 
quantity  needed  is  obtained.  The  tur- 
keys marketed  must  be  slaughtered  by 
authorized  processors  and  held  for  sale 
and  delivery  to  the  QMC,  or  to  a  whole- 
sale receiver,  or  cold  storage  for  ulti- 
mate sale  to  QMC.    Authority  to  process 


the  turkeys  for  the  QMC  may  be  ob- 
tained by  application  by  wire  or  letter 
to  the  administrator  of  the  order. 

Turkeys  sent  to  American  fighting 
forces  overseas  have  played  an  impor- 
tant role  in  the  building  and  mainte- 
nance of  morale  ever  since  war  began. 
They  have  been  sent  by  ship,  plane, 
truck,  jeep,  muleback  and  manback  to 
battle  fronts  in  every  part  of  the  world 
where  our  soldiers,  sailors,  and  airmen 
were  fighting. 

Last  year  turkeys  provided  the  feature 
course  of  meals  served  to  combat  troops 
on  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  New 
Year's  da,y  in  Guadalcanal,  and  the  Solo- 
mons. Sailors  and  Marines  wounded  in 
the  bloody  fight  on  Tarawa  ate  turkey  in 
sick  bay  aboard  the  ships  that  evacuated 
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them  from  the  island.  Turkeys  were 
cooked  in  the  galleys  of  American  fight- 
ins  surface  ships  and  submarines  in  the 
Pacific,  the  Atlantic  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean. They  supplied  traditional 
American  holiday  dinners  for  our  fight- 
ing forces  in  North  Africa  and  Italy  and 
for  millions  of  American  soldiers  in  Eng- 
land then  in  training  or  poised  for  "D" 
day — the  successful  invasion  of  France 
and  Hitler's  "impregnable"  fortress. 

This  year  some  of  the  turkeys  produced 
on  American  farms  also  will  find  their 
way  to  fighting  fronts  in  Europe,  Asia  and 
the  Pacific  to  give  our  combat  forces  a 
taste  of  home  as  they  drive  our  enemies 
closer  and  closer  toward  defeat. 

Due  to  favorable  weather  and  growing 
conditions  thus  far  in  the  Nation's  major 
turkey-producing  areas  turkey  slaughter 
in  1944  is  expected  to  total  480  million 
pounds  compared  with  an  actual  total  of 
466  million  pounds  last  year.  Since  re- 
quirements for  the  armed  forces  are 
greater  this  year,  however,  the  supply  of 
turkeys  available  for  civilians  will  be 
somewhat  smaller. 

It  is  expected  that  civilians  will  have 
available  about  3  pounds  of  turkey  per 
capita  this  year.  This  is  about  a  quarter- 
pound  less  than  the  per  capital  quantity 
last  year,  but  is  larger  than  the  average 
per  capita  consumption  of  2.6  pounds  in 
the  prewar  years  1935-39. 

States  and  counties  designated  as 
"turkey  areas"  under  the  set-aside  order

Turkeys  marketed  in  all  other  States 
and  areas  may  be  sold  in  civilian  trade 
channels  without  restriction  and  the 
order  covering  the  designated  turkey 
areas  will  be  lifted  as  soon  as  the  QMC 
has  obtained  the  required  quantity  of 
turkeys. 

Turkeys  processed  in  the  designated 
States  and  counties  may  be  sold  directly 
to  the  QMC  by  processors  or  through 


wholesale  receivers.  Wholesale  receiv- 
ers, however,  are  required  to  notify  QMC 
Field  Headquarters  at  Chicago,  Dl.,  or 
their  designated  Quartermaster  Market 
centers,  of  the  turkeys  received  from  au- 
thorized processors.

This  statement,  prepared  for  general  distribution, 
is  intended  to  answer  some  of  the  questions  which  may 
be  raised  in  the  administration  of  the  order.    For  fur- 
ther information  write  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
War  Food  Order  Mo.

War  Food  Order  No.  106  was  issued  on  July  11,  1944,  as  a  means  of 
assuring  a  supply  of  turkeys  for  holiday  requirements  of  the  armed  forces. 
Through  this  order  it  is  expected  that  the  United  States  Army  ••Quarter-  • 
master  Corps  will  purchase  all  the  turkeys  which  meet  their  specifications, 
in  the  designated  areas,  during  the  period  that  the  order  is  in  effect; 
thus  providing  enough  turkeys  which  can  be  processed  and  sent  overseas  in 
time  for  use  037-  the  armed  forces,  for  holiday  dinners  at  Thanksgiving., 
Christmas  and  Mew  Yaar's  Day.    The  turkeys  obtained  under  this  order  will 
supply  that  part  of  the  need  not  met  by  the  supply  which  was  purchased 
earlier  this  year  under  War  Food  Order  Mo.  97. 

1.  Q  ~  To  whom  does  this  order  apply? 

A  —  The  order  applies  to  everyone  in  designated  areas  growing  turkeys, 
processing  turkeys  under  authorization,  or  purchasing  live  turkeys; 
also,  those  wholesale  receivers  and  cold  storage  warehouses  that 
handle  set-aside  processed  turkeys. 

2.  Q  ~  What  are  the  designated  turkey  areas? 

A  -  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illinois,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska, 


Kansas,  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  California,  Oregon,  Washington, 
Colorado,  Utah, .  YJisconsin,  Idaho,  "Wyoming,  Nevada,  Arizona, 
New  Mexico,  Montana,  ilrkansas,  and  Delaware;  and,  also,  each  of 
the  following  specified  groups  of  counties  in  a  State  shall  con- 
stitute a  "turkey  area":  Rockingham,  Shenandoah,  Augusta, 
Northampton,  and  Accomac  Counties  in  Virginia,  Hardy,  Pendleton, 
and  Grant  Counties  in  West  Virginia;  and  Cecii,  Kent,  Queen  Anne, 
Caroline,  Dorchester,  Wicomico,  Talbot,  Worcester,  and  Somerset 
Counties  in  Maryland. 
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-  How  docs  the  order  affect  turkey  growers  in  designated  turkey 
areas? 

A  -  Growers  of  turkeys  in  designated  areas  may  sell  turkeys  only  to 
authorized  processors  or  to  turkey  buyers  who  resell  to  authorized 
processors. 

Q  -  How  does  the  order  affect  turkey  processors? 

A  -  No  turkey  processor  in  a  designated  area  nay  process  turkeys  until 
authorized  by  the  Deputy  Order  Administrator,  War  Food  Order  No.  106, 
2114  Mailers  Building,  r£  South  Tfob ash'  Avenue,  Chicago.  3,  Illinois. 

Q  -  How  does  the  order  affect  authorized  processors  in  the  designated 

areas? 

A  -  An  authorized  processor  must  set  aside  and  hold  for  sale  to  the 
QIC  all  turkeys  processed;  he  may  sell  such  turkeys  to  a  wholesale 
receiver  for  ultimate  sale  to  the  QLC,  or  he  may  place  such  turkeys 
in  cold  storage  to  be  held  for  sale  and.  delivery  to  the  QUI. 

Q  -  How  does  the  order  affect  wholesale  receivers? 

A  -  Wholesale  receivers  who  have  set  aside  turkeys  delivered  to  them 
must  hold  such  turkeys  for  sale  and  delivery  to  the  QMS. 

Q  -  Are  processed  turkeys  which  were  in  cold  storage  on  the  effective 
date  of  the  order  subject  to  the  100  per  cent  set-aside  provisions 
of  the  order? 

A  -  No.    Processed  turkeys  in  cold  storage  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  the  order  arc  not  subject  to  the  100  per  cent  set-aside  provi- 
sions of  the  order. 

Q  -  Are  turkeys  grown  and  processed  outside  the  designated  areas  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  order. 

A  -  No.  ^Even  though  they  are  not  required  to  do  so,  growers  outside 
the  designated  areas  arc  urged  to  sell  their  turkeys  to  processors 
delivering  turkeys  to  the  Q3ffi  whenever  this  is  convenient. 
Similarly  processors  outside  the  designated  areas  are  urged  to 
offer  their  turkeys  to  QMC  until  the  requirements  of  the  armed 
forces  are  met. 

Q  -   Are  all  turkeys  processed  in  the  designated  areas  to  be  purchased 

by  the  United  States  Q}£? 


A  -  The  QMC  will  purchase  all  processed  turkeys  offered  if  such  turkeys 
meet  the  specifications  of  the  QIC.    All  processed  turkeys  which  do 
not  meet  the  QMC  specifications  will  be  rejected  and  released  for 
civilian  consumption. 
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10.  Q  -  Is  any  further  release  necessary  after  the  QIC  has  rejected  processed 

turkeys  "which  do  not  meet  their  specifications? 

A  -  No.    The  QMC  rejection  will  bo  considered  an  automatic  release  and 
rejected  processed  turkeys  may  then  be  used  for  civilian  consumption. 

11.  Q  -  Kay  growers  of  small  flocks  of  turkeys  be  released  from  the  provi- 

sions of  the  order,  upon  request? 

A  -  Any  turkey  grower  who  has  loss  than  25  turkeys,  located  more  than 
100  miles  from  the  plant  of  an  authorized  processor,  may  petition 
the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch  Field  Representative,  Office  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration,  in  his  area,  to  release 
such  turkeys  for  local  consumption.    However,  if  the  turkeys  are 
purchased  by  a  turkey  buyer,  or  an  authorised  processor,  such 
turkeys  again  become  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  the  order.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-106  as  Amended,  Par- 
tial Suspension. 

Turkeys  processed  after  midnight  No- 
vember 5  may  be  sold  through  usual 
trade  channels,  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration said  today  in  announcing  partial 
suspension  of  War  Food  Order  106  which 
required  that  all  turkeys  marketed  in 
specified  regions  be  offered  to  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Corps  market  centers. 
In  addition  turkey  producers  are  no 
longer  obligated  to  sell  their  turkeys  to 
authorized  processors. 

Turkeys  processed  prior  to  the  suspen- 
sion, however,  must  continue  to  be  of- 
fered exclusively  to  the  QMC  before  they 


can  be  disposed  of  elsewhere,  under  an 
amendment  to  WFO  106  which  still  re- 
mains in  force. 

The  Armed  Forces  have  not  yet  been 
offered  sufficient  turkey  to  enable  them 
to  take  care  of  all  their  requirements  and 
must  continue  to  purchase  turkeys. 
Military  authorities  have  agreed  to  par- 
tial suspension  of  the  set-aside  order, 
however,  so  that  turkeys  may  be  mar- 
keted in  time  for  civilian  Thanksgiving 
dinners.  WFA  and  QMC  officials  are 
hopeful  that  turkeys  now  in  storage  or 
in  transit  and  still  subject  to  the  Order 
will  help  the  Armed  Forces  complete 
their  procurement  program.  They  also 
will  be  dependent  upon  the  fulfillment 
of  contracts  made  for  the  future  delivery 
of  turkeys. 


Even  with  processors  able  to  sell  newly- 
processed  turkeys  to  regular  commercial 
markets,  turkey  supplies  for  civilian 
Thanksgiving  dinners  will  be  short  of 
demand,  WFA  officials  predicted.  Tur- 
key production  this  year  is  expected  to 
be  the  largest  on  record — more  than  500,- 
000,000  pounds  dressed  weight,  compared 
with  466,000,000  pounds  in  1943  and  422,- 
000,000  pounds  in  1939. 

Officials  pointed  out  also  that  insuf- 
ficient labor  in  processing  plants  to 
handle  the  rush  of  turkeys  which  always 
come  to  market  after  November  1  proba- 
bly will  slow  up  marketing  and  distribu- 
tion. They  said  that  supplies  reaching 
civilian  retail  outlets  will  be  consider- 
ably larger  for  Christmas  and  New  Year's 
Day  dinners. 
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War  Food  Order  No.  106  (9  F.R.  7808) 
issued  on  July  11,  1944,  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows:

(b)  Any  person  who  desires  to  process 
turkeys  and  to  serve  as  an  authorized 
processor  may  file  with  the  Deputy 
Order  Administrator,  5  South  Wabash 
Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois,  an  application 
by  letter  or  by  telegram  followed  by  let- 
ter of  confirmation.  The  application 
submitted  to  the  Deputy  Order  Admin-

(5)  By  deleting  therefrom  the  provi- 
sions in  §  1414.5  <c)  (3)  and  inserting, 
in  lieu  thereof,  the  following: 

(3)  No  person  shall  ship  turkeys 
grown  or  located  in  a  turkey  area  to  any 
point  outside  of  such  area,  except  to  an 
authorized  processor;  and  no  person 
shall  accept  delivery  of  turkeys  grown 
or  located  in  a  turkey  area  different 
from  the  one  in  which  such  delivery  of 
turkeys  is  effectuated,  except  an  author- 
ized processor  may  accept  delivery  of 
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turkeys  without  regard  to  where  said 
turkeys  were  grown  or  located. 

(6)  By  inserting  after  §  1414.5  (c)

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-106  Amendment  1. 

War  Food  Administration  has  an- 
nounced an  amendment  to  WFO  106  re- 
quiring that  dressed  turkeys  set-aside,  in 
storage,  and  not  offered  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Corps,  must  re- 
main in  set-aside  status  on  the  suspen- 
sion or  termination  of  the  order.  This 
means,  officials  said,  that  holders  of  tur- 
keys are  not  relieved  of  their  responsi- 
bility under  the  order  upon  suspension  of 
its  restrictive  measures  until  the  turkeys 
they  hold  have,  been  offered  to  the  QMC, 
and  sold  to  or  rejected  by  the  QMC. 
This  measure  is  intended  to  speed  up 
offerings  to  the  QMC  and  thus  hasten 
termination  of  the  order. 


The  order,  calling  for  the  set-aside  of 
100  percent  of  the  turkeys  marketed  and 
processed  in  designated  States  and  areas, 
will  not  be  terminated  until  the  QMC, 
purchasing  for  all  of  the  armed  services, 
obtains  enough  to  supply  the  holiday 
needs  for  American  fighting  forces  sta- 
tioned overseas  and  in  this  country. 
This  will  require  at  least  60  million 
pounds. 

The  amendment  also  provides  for  the 
authorization  of  processors  whose  plants 
are  located  outside  of  designated  States 
and  areas.  This  measure  is  directed 
toward  expediting  processing  of  turkeys 
produced  in  States  where  there  are  rela- 
tively few  processors  since  it  permits  pro- 
ducers to  ship  their  live  turkeys  to  au- 
thorized processing  plants  located  in 
nondesignated  States  and  areas. 


A  Director's  Order,  accompanying  the 
amendment,  requires  that  dressed  tur- 
keys set-aside  and  placed  in  storage  after 
July  17,  be  reported  to  the  nearest  Army 
Market  Center  by  October  4,  1944,  and 
that  turkeys  set-aside  and  stored  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  Director's  Order 
must  be  reported  within  10  days  after 
storing,  unless  previously  offered  to  the 
QMC. 

This  action,  taken  to  speed  up  procure- 
ment of  turkeys  needed  by  the  armed 
forces  overseas,  becomes  effective  imme- 
diately, but  does  not  apply  to  dressed  tur- 
keys previously  offered  to  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Corps  and  released  for 
use  in  civilian  trade  channels.  Reports 
must  be  made  by  owners  of  5,000  pounds 
or  more  in  storage. 
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The  order  (9  F.R.  13252) ,  issued  No 
vember  4,  1944,  partially  suspending  War 
Food  Order  No.  106.  as  amended  (9  F.R. 
7808,  12113;  10  F.R.  103),  is  Hereby  ter- 
minated; and  said  War  Food  Order  No. 
106,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1414.5  Restrictions  with  respect  to 
turkeys,  and  processed  turkeys— (a.)  Defi- 
nitions. (1)  "Person"  means  any  indi- 
vidual, partnership,  association,  business 
trust,  corporation,  or  any  organized 
group  of  persons,  whether  incorporated 
or  not. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration. 

(3)  "Order  Administrator"  means  the 
person  designated  by  the  Director  to 
serve  as  Order  Administrator  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof.

(i)  Each  of  the  following  States:  Min- 
nesota, Iowa,  Illinois,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma,  Texas,  California,  Ore- 
gon, Washington,  Colorado,  Utah,  Wis- 
consin. Idaho,  Wyoming,  Nevada,  Mon- 
tana, and  Arkansas; 

(ii)  The  following  groups  of  counties: 
Augusta, .  Rockingham,  Page,  Shenan- 
doah, and  Frederick  Counties  in  the  State 
of  Virginia;  and  Hardy,  Pendleton,  Grant 
and  Hampshire  Counties  in  the  State  of 
West  Virginia;  and 

(iii)  Each  plant  of  an  authorized  proc- 
essor in  which  such  processor  is  author- 
ized to  process  turkeys,  irrespective  of 
where  grown. 

(6)  "Turkeys"  means  one  or  more  live 
turkeys  grown  or  located  in  a  turkey 
area. 

(7)  "Processed  turkeys"  means  tur- 
keys killed,  bled,  and  plucked;  and  such 
term  "processed  turkeys"  also  includes 
turkeys  which  have  been  dressed,  evis- 
cerated, quartered  or  otherwise  cut  up, 
or  frozen.  Such  term  "processed  tur- 
keys" shall  also  include  all  live  turkeys 
grown  outside  of  a  turkey  area,  proc- 
essed, and  then  moved  into  any  turkey 
area. 

(8)  "Process"  means  to  kill,  bleed, 
pluck,  dress,  eviscerate,  quarter  or  other- 
wise cut  up,  or  freeze,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  such  processes. 

(9)  "Cold  storage"  means  space 
equipped  to  be  artificially  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  10  degrees  above  zero 
"Fahrenheit,"  or  below,  and  in  which 
food  commodities  are  customarily  stored 
(but  not  operated  as  a  part  of  an  estab- 
lished retail  food  business,  hotel,  or  other 
establishment  where  persons  are  housed 
or  fed,  and  not  including  a  refrigerator 


storage  compartment,  usually  called  a 
lqcker,  having  a  capacity  of  not  mere 
than  15  cubic  feet) . 

10)  "Authorized  processor"  means 
any  person  holding  a  letter  of  authority 
in  force  and  effect  issued  to  him  by  the 
Deputy  Order  Administrator  to  process 
turkeys  pursuant  to  the  provisions  here- 
of. 

(11)  "Wholesale  receiver"  means  any 
person  who  accepts  delivery  of  processed 
turkeys  from  one  or  more  authorized 
processors  for  the  account  of  such  proc- 
essors, or  who  purchases  turkeys  from 
one  or  more  authorized  processors. 

(12)  "Turkey  buyer"  means  any  per- 
son who  purchases  turkeys  for  delivery 
to  one  or  more  authorized  processors. 

(13)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
(i)  the  Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States  (excluding  for  the  purposes  of  this 
order,  United  States  Army  Post  Ex- 
changes, Sales  Commissaries,  United 
States  Navy  Ships'  Service  Departments, 
and  United  States  Marine  Corps  Post 
Exchanges) ;  (ii)  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration (including,  but  not  being  re- 
stricted to,  any  corporate  agency  there- 
of);  (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Administra- 
tion; (iv)  the  Veterans' Administration ; 
(v)  any  other  instrumentality  or  agency 
designated  by  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator; and  (vi)  any  person  who,  pursu- 
ant to  a  war  food  order,  is  entitled  to 
purchase  turkeys  or  processed  turkeys 
subject  to  this  order.

(2)  No  person,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  ship  turkeys  grown  or  lo- 
cated in  a  turkey  area  to  any  point  out- 
side of  such  area,  except  to  an  author- 
ized processor,  and  no  person  other  than 
an  authorized  processor  shall  accept  de- 
livery of  such  turkeys.  Any  authorized 
processor  may  accept  delivery  of  any  live 
turkeys,  irrespective  of  where  grown  or 
located. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
(c)  (1)  and  (c)  (2)  hereof,  turkeys  may 
be  sold  and  delivered  to,  and  purchased 
and  delivery  accepted  by,  a  turkey  buyer 
or  an  authorized  processor.  A  turkey 
buyer  may  purchase  and  accept  delivery 
of  turkeys  only  in  the  event  such  tur- 
keys are  to  be  resold  and  delivered  by 
him  to  an  authorized  processor. 

(4)  No  person  other  than  an  author- 
ized processor  shall  process  turkeys;  and 
each  authorized  processor  shall  process 
turkeys  only  in  accordance  with  the 
aforesaid  specifications  of  the  U.  S.  Army.

Center  for  sale  to  a  governmental 
agency;  (iii)  sold  or  delivered  to  a  whole- 
sale receiver;  or  (iv)  released  by  the  Di- 
rector. Each  authorized  processor  who 
delivers  processed  turkeys  to  a  cold  stor- 
age warehouse  or  who  sells  or  delivers 
processed  turkeys  to  a  wholesale  re- 
ceiver, shall  deliver,  with  each  such  ship- 
ment or  delivery  of  processed  turkeys,  a 
certificate  in  triplicate,  signed  by  him,  in 
substantially  the  following  language 
(with  the  appropriate  information  in- 
serted in  the  blank  spaces) :

Market  Center  and  rejected,  or  iiii)  to 
processed  turkeys  which,  at  the  effective 
time  hereof,  are  in  cold  storage  and  are 
not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  §  1414.5 
(c)  (11)  of  War  Pood  Order  No.  106,  as 
amended  on  October  4,  1944. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  order  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  an  operator  or  owner 
of  cold  storage  with  respect  to  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  processed  turkeys  stored 
in  his  cold  storage  facilities  if  such  proc- 
essed turkeys  are  owned  by  and  stored 
for  the  account  of  another  person.  . 

(f)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Each 
authorized  processor  or  wholesale  re- 
ceiver shall  notify  the  U.  S.  Army  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center,  located  clos- 
est to  the  point  of  storage  of  any  proc- 
essed turkeys,  at  least  72  hours  prior  to 
the  time  when  such  processed  turkeys 
will  be  available  for  inspection.  The 
notification  shall  state  where  the  proc- 
essed turkeys  will  be  available  for  in- 
spection, when  shipment  is  to  be  made 
to  the  cold  storage  warehouse,  and  to 
whom  payment  is  to  be  made  if  the 
processed  turkeys  are  sold  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center. 

(2)  Each  authorized  processor  and 
each  wholesale  receiver  shall  correctly 
complete  Form  FDO  106-1  for  the  periods 
April  1,  1945,  to  July  21,  1945,  both  dates 
inclusive;  July  22,  1945,  to  October  20, 
1945,  both  dates  inclusive;  and  October 
21,  1945,  to  January  5,  1946,  both  dates 
inclusive.  In  the  event  that  this  order 
is  partially  suspended  or  terminated 
prior  to  January  5,  1946,  the  last  report- 
ing period  shall  be  from  October  21, 1945, 
to  and  including  the  date  upon  which 
this  order  is  partially  suspended  or  ter- 
minated. Each  such  correctly  completed 
form  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Deputy  Or- 
der Administrator,  Room  1414,  5  South 
Wabash  Avenue,  Chicago  3,  Illinois,  not 
later  than  10  calendar  days  following 
the  last  day  of  the  period  for  which  such 
report  is  made. 

(3)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  additional  information  from, 
and  require  such  additional  reports  and 
records  by,  any  person  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  the  Director's 
discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  admin- 
istration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(4)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate), maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  turkeys  and  processed 
turkeys. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.    The  Di- 


rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records, 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
turkeys  or  processed  turkeys  of  any  per- 
son, and  to  make  such  investigations,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the 
Director's  discretion,  to  the  enforcement 
or  administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(h)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of 
this  order  shall  be  observed  without  re- 
gard to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter 
entered  into,  or  any  rights  accrued  or 
payments  made  thereunder. 

(i)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Such  petition  shall  be  addressed  to  Order 
Administrator,  War  Food  Order  No.  106, 
Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of 
Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration, Washington  25,  D.  C.  Petition 
for  such  relief  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  action 
with  reference  to  such  petition  which  is 
consistent  with  the  authority  delegated 
to  him  by  the  Director.  If  the  petitioner 
is  dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken -  by 
the  Order  Administrator  on  the  petition, 
he  shall  obtain,  by  requesting  the  Order 
Administrator  therefor,  a  review  of  such 
action  by  the  Director.  The  Director 
may,  after  said  review,  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such  action 
shall  be  final.  The  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  (i)  shall  not  be  construed  to 
deprive  the  Director  of  authority  to  con- 
sider originally  any  petition  for  relief 
from  hardship  submitted  in  accordance 
herewith.  The  Director  may  consider 
any  such  petition  and  take  such  action 
with  reference  thereto  that  he  deems 
appropriate,  and  such  action  shall  be 
final. 

(j)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  tur- 
keys or  processed  turkeys.

Further,  civil  ac- 
tion may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 
liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  any  provision  of  this 
order. 


(k)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  to

(m)  Provisions  of  certain  orders  not 
applicable.  The  provisions  hereof  shall 
not  be  construed  or  interpreted  as  a  mod- 
ification or  termination  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  125  (10  F.  R.  1662),  as  amend- 
ed. All  persons  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  War  Food  Order  No.  125, 
as  amended,  and  also  comply  with  the 
provisions  hereof. 

(n)  Effective  date.  This  amendment 
shall  become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  w.  t.,  April  8,  1945.  With  respect  to 
violations,  rights  accrued,  liabilities  in- 
curred, or  appeals  taken  under  said  War 
Food  Order  No.  106,  as  amended,  prior 
to  the  effective  time  of  the  provisions 
hereof,  the  provisions  of  said  War  Food

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO-106  Amendment  3. 

Turkey  for  the  holiday  dinners  of  the 
U.  S.  Armed  Forces  this  year  will  be  ob- 
tained under  a  100  percent  set  aside  or- 
der, effective  April  8,  1945,  the  War  Food 
Administration  announced  today.  By 
this  action,  American  service  men  and 
women,  overseas  and  in  this  country,  are 
assured  of  a  meal  of  the  traditional  bird, 
no  matter  where  they  are  stationed. 

The  procurement  program  will  oper- 
ate under  an  amendment  to  WFO  106, 
as  amended,  which  was  suspended  No- 
vember 6,  1944,  following  fulfillment  of 
1944  requirements  for  the  armed  forces. 
This  amended  order  has  been  reinstated 


and  revised  to  include  procurement  of 
hen  turkeys  normally  marketed  in  April, 
May  and  June,  as  well  as  1945-crop  tur- 
keys marketed  in  the  late  summer  and 
fall  season. 

Requirements  for  the  Army,  Navy, 
Marine  Corps  and  all  other  branches  of 
the  armed  services  this  year,  may  exceed 
the  quantity  obtained  last  year  under 
WFO  97,  the  hen  turkey  order,  and  WFO 
106.  The  revised  order  will  remain  in 
effect  until  the  full  quantity  of  turkeys 
needed  is  purchased  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Corps  for  all  of  the  armed 
services.  While  most  of  the  supply  will 
be  used  to  provide  holiday  dinners,  a 
part  of  the  overall  requirement  may  be 


used  under  the  current  military  program 
for  canned  poultry. 

Current  estimates  point  toward  a  rec- 
ord production  of  515  million  pounds  of 
turkey  in  1945  as  compared  with  507 
million  pounds  produced  last  year.  Sup- 
plies available  to  civilians  as  a  result  are 
expected  to  amount  to  about  3.3  pounds 
per  capita,  compared  with  3.1  pounds 
per  capita  consumed  by  civilians  in  1944 

The  revised  order  will  operate  in  the 
"turkey  area"  including  all  plants  of 
authorized  processors,  the  States  of  Min- 
nesota, Illinois,  Iowa,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Mis- 
souri, Oklahoma,  Texas,  California,  Ore- 
gon, Washington,  Colorado,  Utah,  Wis- 
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consin.  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Nevada,  Mon- 
tana and  Arkansas,  and  in  Augusta, 
Rockingham,  Page,  Shenandoah,  and 
Frederick  counties  in  Virginia,  and 
Hardy,  Pendleton,  Grant,  and  Hamp- 
shire counties  in  West  Virginia. 

Turkeys  produced  and  marketed  in  all 
other  States  and  areas  may  be  sold  to 
civilians  without  restrictions. 

The  order  requires  the  setaside  of  all 
turkeys  marketed  in  the  restricted  areas. 
They  must  be  slaughtered  by  authorized 
processors  and  held  for  sale  and  delivery 
to  the  QMC  or  to  a  wholesale  receiver,  or 
delivered  to  cold  storage  for  ultimate  sale 
to  the  QMC. 

Each  turkey  processor  must  apply  by 
letter  or  wire  to  the  Deputy  Order  Ad- 
ministrator for  authorization  and  must 
state:  that  he  has  read  WPO  106,  as 
amended;  the  location  of  the  plants  in 
which  he  expects  to  process  the  turkeys; 
that  each  plant  is  approved  by  the  U.  S. 
Army  Veterinary  Corps;  that  the  proces- 
sor agrees  to  process  turkeys  and  to  pack 
and  package  the  processed  turkeys  ac- 
cording to  U.  S.  Army  specifications;  and 
that  all  processed  turkeys  will  be  han- 
dled only  pursuant  to  WPO  106,  as 
amended. 

Turkeys  processed  in  turkey  areas  may 
be  sold  directly  to  the  QMC  or  through 
wholesale  receivers.  Authorized  proc- 
essors and  wholesale  receivers  are  re- 
quired to  notify  the  U.  S.  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center  nearest  to  the 
point  of  storage  of  their  turkeys.

Questions  and  Answers 

This  statement  is  intended  to  supply  the  answers  to  some  of  the  questions 
which  may  be  raised  in  the  administration  of  War  Food  Order  No.  106,  as 
amended.    For  further  information,  write  to  the  Order  Administrator,  War 
Food  Order  No.  106,  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch,  Office  of  Marketing  Services, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

War  Food  Order  No.  106,  as  amended,  was  partially  suspended  November  6, 
1944.    The  order  was  thereafter  amended,  effective  April  8,  1945.  The 
amended  order  is  designed,  as  was  the  original  order,  to  procure  turkeys 
for  the  requirements  of  the  Armed  Services. 

1.  Q.    To  whom  does  War  Food  Order  No.  106,  as  amended,  appj 

A.    The  order  applies  to  every  producer  or  owner  of>H?ui^y^ 
grown  or  located  in  a  turkey  area,  to  all  au^or^ed^' 
processors,  to  turkey  buyers,  to  wholesale/^^ive>s  ^ 
who  purchase  set-aside  processed  turkev#^r^>to^-owner« 
or  operators  of  cold-storage  plants  wKe^%,g^asidyeV  c> 
processed  turkeys  are  stored.  \  ^

2.  Q.    What  is  a  turkey  area?  \  ^ 

A.    A  turkey  area  means  each  of  the  following  Si 

Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illinois,  North  Dakota,  South^Dakota, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  California, 
Oregon,  Washington,  Colorado,  Utah,  Wisconsin,  Idaho, 
Wyoming,  Nevada,  Montana,  and  Arkansas}  eaoh  of  the 
following  specified  groups  of  counties  in  a  State t 
Rockingham,  Page,  Shenandoah,  Augusta,  and  Frederick 
in  Virginia;  and  Hardy,  Pendleton,  Grant,  and  Hampshire 
in  West  Virginia;  and  each  plant  of  an  authorized 
processor  in  which  such  processor  is  authorised  to 
process  turkeys. 

3.  Q.    How  does  the  amended  order  affect  turkey  producers  in  a  turkey 

areat 

A.    Producers  of  turkeys  in  a  turkey  area  may  sell  turkeys  only  tot 
(1)    an  authorized  processor;  or 


(2)    a  turkey  buyer  for  resale  to  an  authorized  processor. 
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4*    0>    How  does  the  order  effect  a  turkey  prooessor? 

A.    the  order  affeots  a  turkey  processor  in  several  ways,  at  follows t 

(1)  If  he  is  located  in  a  turkey  area  or  accepts  turkeys 
from  a  turkey  area  and  desires  to  process  turkeys,  he 
must  be cone  authorised  to  do  so. 

(2)  He  must  set  aside  and  hold  all  turkeys  processed  by 

him  until  they  a  ret 

(a)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the  U.  8«  Army  Quarter- 
master Market  Center! 

(b)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center  for  sale  to  another  governmental  agency} 

(c)  delivered  or  sold  to  a  wholesale  receiver i  or 

(d)  '  released  by  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Market- 

ing Services. 

(3)  He  must  process  turkeys  and  pack  all  processed  turkeys 
according  to  the  specifications  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and 
the  provisions  prescribed  in  the  amended  order. 

(4)  He  must  make  reports  to  the  Deputy  Order  Administrator 
as  required  in  the  amended  order. 

5*    Q.    How  does  a  turkey  prooessor  become  authorised? 

A*    A  turkey  prooessor  becomes  authorised  by  applying,  in  writing, 
to  the  Deputy  Order  Administrator,  and  including  in  this  appli- 
cation statements  and  representations  covering  the  following! 

(1)  That  the  applicant  has  read  War  Pood  Order  Ho.  106,  as 
amended! 

(2)  The  location  of  each  plant  ahere  turkeys  are  to  be  proc- 
essed! 

(3)  That  each  plant  is  approved  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Veterinary 
Corps ! 

(4)  That  all  turkeys  processed  in  each  such  plant  will  be  proc- 
essed, packaged,  and  packed  as  specified  by  the  U.  S.  Army! 

(5)  That  all  processed  turkeys  will  be  handled  only  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  War  Food  Order  Ho.  106,  as  amended. 
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„§.    Q.    When  does  a  turkey  processor  need  to  become  authorised? 

A*    A  processor  must  become  authorised  before  he  engages  in  any 
of  the  operations  of  an  authorised  processor  subject  to 
WFO  106,  as  amended.    Persons  who  hold  letters  of  authority 
to  act  as  authorised  processors  under  WFO  106,  as  amended  on 
October  4,  1944,  may  operate  under  such  authorisations  until 
April  30,  1945.    All  letters  of  authority  issued  to  authorised 
processors  to  become  effective  prior  to  April  30,  1945,  will  be 
terminated  on  April  30,  1945.    Consequently,  persons  desiring 
to  process  turkeys  in  accordance  with  the  present  order  after 
that  date  must  submit  new  applications  to  do  so* 

7.    Q.    Is  custom  processing  permitted  under  the  amended  order? 

A*     Yes*    Any  person  who  wishes  to  have  turkeys  custom  proc- 
essed must  apply  to  the  Deputy  Order  Administrator  to  beoome 
an  authorised  processor*    Such  a  person  may  use  the  plant  of 
the  custom  processor  as  his  plant*    A  letter  of  concurrence 
in  the  application  by  the  custom  processor  should  accompany 
such  an  application* 

8*    Q.    How  does  the  order  affect  a  wholesale  receiver? 

A.    A  wholesale  receiver  must  set  aside  and  hold  all  processed 
turkeys  received  by  him  until  they  aret 

(1)  purchased  or  rejected  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster 
Market  Center; 

(2)  released  by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center 
for  sale  to  another  governmental  agency;  or 

(3)  released  by  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Marketing 
Services. 

9*    Q.    Are  turkeys  processed  outside  a  turkey  area  and  later  moved  into 
a  turkey  area  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  amended  order? 

A.  Yes. 

10.  Q.    How  does  the  amended  order  affect  a  turkey  buyer? 

A.    Under  the  amended  order,  a  turkey  buyer  may  not  purchase  any 
turkeys  unless  such  turkeys  are  to  be  resold  and  delivered  by 
him  to  an  authorised  processor. 

11.  Q.    How  does  the  order  affect  the  owner  or  operator  of  a  cold  storage 

plant? 

A.     The  owner  or  operator  of  a  cold  storage  plant  must* 

(1)  Sign  and  return  certificates  to  authorised  processors 
or  wholesale  receivers  who  deliver  processed  turkeys 
covered  by  the  amended  order  to  cold  storage. 
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(2)  Surrender  to  the  Director  of  Marketing  Services  any  or 
all  certificates,  which  are  required  to  be  retained  by 
such  person,  when  requested  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Make  all  processed  turkeys  covered  by  the  amended  order 
available  for  inspection  upon  request  by  the  U.  S.  Army 
Veterinary  Corps  or  the  U.  8,  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center. 

12.  Q.    Are  processed  turkeys  in  cold  storage  at  the  effective  time  of 

the  present  order  subject  to  the  provisions  of  such  order? 

A.    Processed  turkeys  in  cold  storage  at  the  effective  time  of  the 
present  order  and  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
1414.5  (o)  (11)  of  War  Food  Order  lo*.  106,  as  amended  on 
October  4,  1944,  are  not  subjeot  to  the  provisions  of  the 
present  order. 

13.  Q«    Are  turkeys  grown  outside  a  turkey  area  subject  to  the  present 

order? 

A.    Turkeys  grown  outside  a  turkey  area  are  subject  to  the  order 
only  if  they  are  delivered  into  a  turkey  area. 

14.  Q,    Can  a  turkey  processor  located  outside  a  turkey  area  become 

authorised? 

A.    Yes.    The  plant  of  any  suoh  processor,  when  authorised,  be- 
comes a  turkey  area. 

15.  Q.    Who  may  purchase  processed  turkeys  which  are  covered  by  the 

present  order? 

A.    Only  a  wholesale  receiver  or  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center  may  purchase  suoh  processed  turkeys  except  that  another 
governmental  agency  may  purchase  processed  turkeys  if  and  when 
such  processed  turkeys  are  released  to  such  governmental  agency 
by  the  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center. 

16*  Q.  Ihat  further  release  is  necessary  to  remove  processed  turkeys 
from  the  provisions  of  the  amended  order  after  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  has  rejected  suoh  processed  turkeys? 

A.    Hone • 

17.  Q.  May  an  owner  of  a  small  flock  of  turkeys  be  released  from  the 
provisions  of  the  amended  order,  upon  request? 

A.    Any  owner  who  has  less  than  25  turkeys  located  on  a  farm  more 

than  100  miles  from  the  nearest  plant  of  any  authorised  processor, 
may  petition  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Branch  Field  Representative, 
Office  of  Marketing  Services,  War  Food  Administration,  serving 
his  area,  for  the  release  of  suoh  turkeys.    If  the  turkeys  are 
released  and  later  purchased  by  a  turkey  buyer  or  an  authorised 
processor  suoh  turkeys  again  become  subject  to  the  restrictions 
of  the  amended  order.

A.    The  order  will  remain  in  effeot  until  sufficient  quantities  of 
prooesaed  turkeys  have  been  pro  our  ed  by  the  Quartermaster 
market  Center,  or  are  set  aside  for  delivery  to  the  Quarter- 
master Market  Center,  or  are  under  contract  to  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  to  assure  procurement  of  the 
requisite  quantities  of  prooessed  turkeys.

TURKEYS 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the 
Director  of  Distribution  by  War  Food 
Order  No.  106  (9  F.R.  7808)  issued  on 
July  11,  1944,  relative  to  turkeys,  and  in 
order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  said 
order,  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: 

§1414.6  Reporting  requirements — (a) 
Definitions.  When  used  in  this  order,

(b)  Reports.  (1)  Each  person  owning 
processed  turkeys  produced  in  an  area 
designated  in  War  Food  Order  No.  106 
and  which  are  hereafter  placed  in  cold 
storage  shall  report  to  the  U.  S.  Army 
Quartermaster  Market  Center  within  ten 
days  after  placing  said  processed  turkeys 
in  cold  storage  (i)  the  name  and  address 
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of  the  cold  storage  plant  in  which  such 
processed  turkeys  are  stored;  (ii)  the  lot 
and  sub-lot  number  under  which  the 
processed  turkeys  are  stored;  and  (iii) 
the  total  number  of  pounds  of  processed 
turkeys  in  each  lot  and  sub-lot. 

(2)  Any  person  who  owns  processed 
turkeys  produced  in  an  area  designated 
in  War  Food  Order  No.  106  and  placed 
in  storage  between  the  effective  date  of 
such  order  and  the  effective  date  hereof 
but  not  offered  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Quar- 
termaster Market  Center  shall  report  to 
said  U.  S.  Army  Quartermaster  Market 
Center,  within  10  days  after  the  effective 
date  hereof,  all  such  processed  turkeys  in 
cold  storage,  showing  (i)  the  name  and 
address  of  the  cold  storage  plant  in  which 
such  processed  turkeys  are  stored;  (ii) 
the  lot  and  sub-lot  number  under  which 
the  processed  turkeys  are  stored;  and 
(iii)  the  total  number  of  pounds  of  proc- 
essed turkeys  in  each  lot  and  sub-lot. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
in  ^ragraphsr-tl^aiiU  (aV'lweBftj  no 
pejsoh  sl^alip|e  ju^utf^d  O  rNifcrl  as 
aforesaid  untlf  trie  volume"  of  processed 
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turkeys  held  in  cold  storage,  in  all  loca- 
tions, by  such  person  shall  exceed  5,000 
pounds. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  hereof,  no  per- 
son shall  be  required  to  report  as  afore- 
said if  he  has  offered  the  processed  tur- 
keys placed  in  cold  storage  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Market  Center 
within  the  10  days  after  such  turkeys 
were  placed  in  cold  storage. 

(c)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.  e.  w.  t., 
October  4,  1944.
